(2) An appeal against any of the orders passed by 
an officer, empowered to exercise powers delegated 
to him by the State Government shall be preferred to 
the concerned appellate authority by an aggrieved 
person within thirty days of the communication of the 
said order. 

23. Appeal to the Central Government:—Any 
person aggrieved by an order of the Textile Com¬ 
missioner or appellate authority made under this 
Order, may prefer an appeal to the Central Govern¬ 
ment within thirty days of the date of communication 
of such order, and the decision of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment thereon shall be final. 


24. Orders or directions by the Central Govern¬ 
ment :—It shall be competent for the Central Govern- 
ment to issue any orders or directions to the Textile 
Commissioner or any of the officers exercising any of 
the powers or performing any of the functions under 
this Order, or any or all matters and the respective 
officers shall comply with such orders or directions of 
the Central Government. 

25. Duty to give information, etc.:—No person 
shall, with intent to evade the provisions of this 
Order, refuse to give any information lawfully 
demanded from him under this Order or conceal, 
destroy, mutilate or deface any book or other docu¬ 
ment kept by him in the course of his business.
